Paralyzed From Shoulders Down
and to Almost Dying
Condition.

With a broken back ana paralyzed
from hls shoulders down, Eley B.
Runyon, the seventeen-year-old son of
Dr. Emily E. €, Runyon, of 1022 West
Grace Htreet, whose shortcomings
have brought him Inte the limelight,
leg at St. Luke's Hospltal, in a dyling
condition:

The boy was placed in a school,

known as the Boys' Republie, located
a short distance from Annapolis, Md,
Monday evening, in company with a
number of hoys, young Runyon went
in swimming. About 6 o'elock he told
his playmates that s would dive nnce
more from the spring board.

Took Fatn]l Dive.
The boys stopped thelr play to wateh
the diver. Runyon peérched upou the
board and leaped head first into the
stream. He did not come to the sur-
face, Reallzing something had hap-
pened his companions weont to his a=-
sistance. In a short time Runyon was
brought to the surface unconsclous.
Efforts were made to revive him, but
he remulned still ard unconsclous  Hae
wis then hurriedly carried to the Uni
versity Hos I Dr.  Runyon was
notified, he at once wént Lo his
bedside,
Surgeons told the maother that her
hui"s spinal cord. had besn broken
ani that ther was slight hope of his ra-
covery, Unwilllng to believe that he
was fatally injured Mrs Runyon de-
clded to bring him to Richmond. Ha
was brought to St Luke's Hosp'tal
And ' ls being attended by Dr Stuart
MeGuire, who sald last night that he
has little hope that he will recover.
Young Runyon evidently dived too
near the shore and his head struck 2
stone, which ssvered the spinal eord,
causing paralysls of the back and hips
He 1 consclous and understands his
conditlon and takes his misfortunes
philosophically.
